QUEER WILD FOLKS IN BRAZIL.

"The Itotocudos of Brazil are among 


Hie most interesting savages in .the 
world," said an ethnologist. "Although 
other wild pooplcs in various parts of 
the world distend their lipa and ears 
with wooden plugs for ornamental pur- 
poses, Indians of this race carry such 
practices to an unparalleled extreme. 
The piercing of the flesh for this object 
is performed when the child is about 
s-.-ven years of age, a sharp spine from a 
kind of palm being used as a surgical I 
Instrument Openings having thus been 
made in the lower lip and lobe of each 
ear bits of wood are inserted to keep 
them from healing, bigger and bigger 
pieces beinjf substituted until the plugs 
attain a diameter sometimes of as much 
as four inches. These plugs are cut 
from a tree which furnishes a wood 
quite as light as cork and of a white 
•;olor. They arc three-quarters of an 
inch thic'c. 


The wooden disk in the lip is worn 


most of the tirnu. but it is from tims to 
time removed, when the lip hangs in a 
hideous loop of flesh against the chin, 
looking like a great worm, and display- 
ing the teeth ia a horrible grin. Ordi- 
narily the pressure of the plug against 
the lower front teeth pushes them out 
of place and causes them to fall out, 
thus adding to the unpleasant effect. 
When the ping is in position, the feat- 
ures being in repose, it is carried hori- 
zontally, a smile causing it to touch the 
tip of the nose. In quarrels the per- 
forated ears and lips are apt to suffer, 
and it is no uncommon thing to see 
them broken. When such an accident 
occurs the several parts are tied to- 
gether and the plug is replaced. 
More 


often than not the ear disks are not 
worn, and tho loops of flesh are left 
dangling, sometimes reaching to the 
shoulders. In traveling through the for- 
est such loops would be likely to catch 
upon boughs of trees, so they are often 
turned up and hung over the ears for 
convenience. 


"The color of the Botocudos is a light 


yellowish brown. It has been said that 
they are capable of blushing occasion- 
ally, which would seem to be an ac- 
complishment worth having, inasmuch 
as both sexes commonly go stark naked. 
When brought into contact with Euro- 
peans they manifest not the slightest 
embarrassment on account of their lack 
of clothing, however. From certain 
seeds and fruits they obtain brilliant 
dyes, with which they adorn their 
bodies. There 
ia no set style, the 


method of painting the person varying 
with the taste of th« individual. A fa- 
vorite fashion is to paint the face above 
the mouth a bright red, the upper half 
of the body being stained black and a 
red stripe encircling the waist 
A new 


warrior thus decorated, with lip and car 
ornaments, presents a most demoniacal 
expression. Tho colors employed are 
mixed in the upper shell of a turtle, and 
nre carried in joints of the bamboo. 
When at work on plantations belonging 
to the whites the men often tie a shirt 
by the arms around the waist, letting

In n paper published in a French 


medical magazine. Dr. lirown-Sequard, 
the famous "elixir of life" advocate, 
adduces some of the reasons that have 
led him to the conclusion that normal 
sleep is the effect of an inhibitory act, 
instead of depending, as formerly sup- 
posed, upon a vascular contraction tak- 
ing place in the cerebral lobes.

The state supreme court bos decided 


that the apportionment of the state 
Into assembly and senate 'districts 
made by the legislature of 1891 is a 
violation of the constitution and there- 
fore Toid. The court s»ys: 


Th» dectkton affects only the acaate and aa- 


tembly districts and does n« apply to the con- 
gre«sioa»l apportionment about wateh no COB>- 
plaiDt wu made. The decUtan la made on the 
Kremtf that the legislature Tk>l»ted the consti- 
tution, which requires that district* shall be 
formed according to population as compactly 
u pmsible and that the' county is » terri- 
torial unit in the formation of assembly uf»- 
"trlets. The apportionment thus overthrown 
wa» made upon the tame lines as every appor- 
tionment kag been since tke organization of the 
state, ami the Iniquities complained -of hare not 
only been found in every apportionment but 
most of them entered into the apportionment 
'made by the constitutional convention which 
was a part of the constitution ilxelf. The de- 
cision distinctly Bays that U affects no other act 
•of any legislature. An extra session of the leg- 
islature may be called and ji new apportionment 
law passed to eovern the net; election. 


SUGAR BEETS. 


U»e Keaaltt of Experiments Had* in th» 


State Ourlnc 1HU1. 


A balletin from the agricultural ex- 


periment station connected with the 
university of Wisconsin (fives the re- 
sults of sugar beet experiments in the 
state in IS'.H. 
It appears that from a 


plot of 1,945 acres the average yield of 
beets was 14,677 pounds, and o£ sugar 
3,267 pounds, per acre. 
Tlie govern- 


ment bounty of two cents a pound on 
this average yield of sugar would he 
S45. 34 per acre. It also appears from a 
carefully kept account that the total 
costof growing a crop o£ beets from a 
two-acre field was S03. SO, or S2I1.93 per 
acre. The government bounty, there- 
fore, would be SIS. 44 more per acre 
than the total cost of growing the 
beets. That ought to sufiice.

THE BURNING MINE. 


A Story of the Famous 
•took Lode. 
Com- 


In the bonanza days of the Comstock 


Lode; Virginia City, Ner., harbored 
two populations, in many ways distinct 
from one another. 
During the week 


the steep streets of the little town, be- 
ingon the mountain side, were thronged 
with crowds of eager speculators, mine- 
owners, brokers and businessmen, who 
watched the bulletin board for the 
latest quotations of the San Francisco 
stock exchange, and in offices, saloons 
and hotel lobbies discussed the mar- 
ket and exchanged reports and ru- 
mors concerning the condition of this 
or that mine. On Saturday evening 
the scene changed. 
Thousands of 


brawny miners then came up from the 
deep workings for their one breath of 
fresh air and day of leisure; and as the 
Jfreater number of these were Cornish- 
men, 
they gave quite a new and for- 


eign aspect to the place. 


Miners, whatever their nationality, 


are superstitious. They live close to 
nature in her mysterious moods, and 


, they acquire a peculiar tendency to 


belief in the supernatural. 
Mines are, 


at best uncanny places, full of deep 
shadows and corners of impenetrable 
obscurity; full also of queer echoes, 
and tha creaking and cracking of heavy 
timbers, and the rush or trip of water; 
while in the deep workings, from one 
to three thousand feet beneath the 
burface of the earth, there is an ever- 
present sense of danger—danger from 
the immense pressure of the superin- 
cumbent mass of rock, and from fire, 
which, once started in those labyrinths 
of wood-lined passages, spreads with 
such appalling rapidity as to baffle 
and defeat even the utmost precau- 
tion and preparation. So it is that the 
Comstock miners were given to super- 
stition. 
They had many legends and 


traditions of fearful things seen in the 
deep workings; of spectral 
appear- 


ances, of mysterious voices, and, more 
than all else, of supernatural warnings 
and premonitions prefacing disasters 
in the mines. 
An interesting volume 


could have been compiled by anyone 
frequenting the favorite saloons of 
these honest old-fashioned miners, for 
on Saturday nights they were in'the 
habit of "swapping yarns," and the 
story to be told here is one which was 
many a time told over 
pipes and 


glasses, on these fcstil occasions. 


John Treloar and James Pennart 


were employed in the Yellow Jacket 
mine, and, being close friends, they 
had arranged so as to be in the same 
shift—a term nearly equivalent to the 
sailor's "watch" at sea. Treloar was 
the elder of the two, a sturdy, power- 
ful, handsome man of thirty, known 
and liked for his constant readiness to 
befriend his comrades. 
He was brave 


and gentle, modest yet resolute; a man 
of action, ye.t at the same time a man 
of sentiment His chum, Jim Pennart 
was five years his junior, and con- 
trasted with Treloar in many ways.

All the workings on the Comstock 


lode are lined and roofed with heavy 
framed timbers, from afoot to eighteen 
inches square. Even these large beams 
have often proved unequal to the tre- 
mendous strain upon them; and when 
they do not give way it is found neces- 
sary to replace- th::m at intervals, their 
fiber being destroyed by the pressure. 
The great heat of the lower workings 
also dries these timbers, so that they 
become daugcrously inflammable; and 
when, as sometimes has happened, the 
rock itself is at a very high tempera- 
ture, mere contact with it may set the 
wood on fire. 


How the great fj-e in the Yellow 


Jacket mine started will never be 
known, for those who were alone 
likely to know the truth perished in 
that disaster. The foulest rumors were 
afterward spread abroad to injure the 
superintendent of the mine, notwith- 
standing that he had risked his life in 
trying to rescue the imprisoned men. 


It was the night before this disaster 


that John Treloar dreamed a dream. 
lie thought hu was down in the mine 
OK the twelve-hundred-foot level, and 
that some serious accident — but he 
could not make out what—had hap- 
pened.
